1 . WE HAD A FURTHER DISCUSSION ABOUT HE COFFEE AGREE- 
MENT AT THE EPB EXECUIVE COMMITTEE THIS MORNING. PAUL 
MCEVOY OF THE CEA AGAIN PUT FORWARD HIS THESIS THAT, 

RATHER THAN IMPROVE THE AGREEMENT WE SHOULD SUPPORT AN 
AGREEMENT THAT IS LIKELY TO BREAK DOWN, SO AS TO 
SUPPORT THE CONSUMER INTEREST. IT WAS AGREED A E AND 
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I SHOULD DISCUSS BETWEEN US THE E MECHANISM OF THE COFFEE 
AGREEMENT AND OUR PROPOSALS FOR IMPROVEMENSTS, BRINGING 
RECOMMENDATIONS BACK TO THE EPB. 

2. I TESTIFIED THIS MORNING ON COMMODIY POLICY BEFORE 
TOM REES'S SUBCOMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL TRADE, INVEST- 
MENT AND MONETARY POLICY. THE HEARINGS PROVIDED A GOOD 
OPPORTUNITY TO EXPLAIN OUR APPROACH ON COMMODITIES. 

3. HAVING BEEN DIS-INVITED BY FRED DENT TO TOMMOROA'S 
MEETING OF AGRICULTURAL ADVISORS TO THE U.S. MTN 
DELEGATION, I MET SEPARATELY THIS AFTERNOON WITH A GROUP 
OF FARM ORGANIZATION REPRESENTATIVES. I EXPLAINED OUR 
OBJECTIVES AND APPROACH FOR AN INTERNATIONAL GRAIN 
RESERVES SYSTEM. THE MEETING WAS HELPFUL IN CLARIFYING 
THEIR MISCONCEPTIONS ABOUT OUR APPROACH AND PERSUADING 

THEM THAT WHAT WE WERE SEEKING WAS IN THE INTERESS OF 
AMERICAN FARMERS. 

H - AMBASSADOR MCCLOSKEY 

1 . ROMANIAN TRADE AGREEMENT APPROVED BY COMMITTEE - THE 
HOUSE WAYS AND MEANS SUBCOMMITTEE ON TRADE TODAY VOTED 
14 TO 2 TO APPROVE HE ROMANIAN TRADE AGREEMENT. HARTMAN 
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AND CONGRESSMAN VANIK TESTIFIED. VANIK ENDORSED THE 
AGREEMENT AND CALLED FOR QUICK FULL COMMITTEE APPROVAL. 
HE AND CONGRESSMAN FRENZEL REFERRED IN GLOWING TERMS TO 
THE SINCERITY OF PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU DURING HIS 
RECENT MEETING WITH CONGRESS. CHAIRMAN GREEN TOLD JENKINS 
AT THE END OF THE HEARING THAT THE FULL COMMITTEE WILL 
APPROVE THE AGREEMENT WITHIN THE WEEK. 

OVER IN THE SENATE, THE FINANCE COMMITTEE APPROVED 
THE AGREEMENT UNANIMOUSLY. COMMITTEE CHIEF OF STAFF BEST 
OPINED THAT IF THE ADMINISTRATION ASKS MANSFIELD AND 
SCOTT FOR SENATE FLOOR ACTION BEFORE THE AUGUST RECESS, 
THERE WILL NOT BE ANY SERIOUS RESISTANCE. 

2. JACKSON- VANIK - RIBICOFFS TRADE ADVISER, FORMER STR 
DEPUTY HAL MALMGREN, CALLED JENKINS TODAY AND EXPRESSED 
CONCERN THAT THE ADMINISTRATION NOT REPEA NOT FOLLOW UP 
THE PRESIDENT'S LETTER WITH A LEGISLATIVE INITIATIVE TO 
MODIFY THE JACKSON- VANIK AMENDMENT. MALMGREN SAID THAT 
AS YOU KNOW RIBICOFF AND JAVITS HAVE RETURNED FROM MOSCOW 
DETERMINED TO SEEK A LEGISLATIVE INITIATIVE OF HEIR OWN 
WHICH WOULD ENABLE US O SUPPOR A CONGRESSIONAL INITIA- 
TIVE RATHER THAN TRYING TO CONFRONT CONGRESSIONAL 
SENSITIVITY WITH AN ADMINISRAION INITIATIVE. MALMGREN 

SAID HE UNDERSTANDS THAT SOMEONE IN THE ADMINISTRATION, 
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PRESUMABLY SIMON, IS PUSHING HARD FOR AN ADMINISTRATION 
INITIATIVE IN THE NEAR FUTURE AND RIBICOFF WANTS US TO 
KNOW THAT THIS WOULD BE DOOMED TO FAILURE AND WOULD ALSO 
COMPLICATE RIBICOFF'S AND JAVITS' OWN INIIAIVE. 

MALMGREN ADDED THAT RIBICOFF WILL TRY TO EXPLAIN THIS 
TO SIMON WHEN CODEL HUMPHREY/SCOTT MEETS WITH SIMON 
FRIDAY MORNING. 

3. CANADIAN-US AUTO AGREEMENT - SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
STAFF CHIEF BEST TOLD US TODAY THAT THE COMMITTEE HAD 
REBUFFED HARTKE'S APPEAL TO TERMINATE THE US-CANADIAN 
AGREEMENT.AND SIMPLY ASKED STR FOR A STUDS ON HE 
TRADE BALANCE UNDER THE AGREEMENT. 

4. TURKEY. FOLLOWING THE WHITE HOUSE BREAKFAST 
SECRET 
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THIS MORNING, MORGAN, BROOMFIELD AND A NUMBER OF OTHER 
HIRC MEMBERS INTRODUCED THE COMPROMISE BILL, H.R. 844. 

JOE SISCO WILL TESTIFY BEFORE HE COMMITTEE TOMORROW 
MORNING. THEREUPON BILL COLBY AND A DOD REPRESENTATIVE 
WILL BRIEF THE COMMITTEE ON THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
INTELLIGENCE AND MILITARY BASES IN TURKEY. 

TOMORROW AFTERNOON A LARGE ARRAY OF OPPOSITION WITNESSES 
WILL BE HEARD, INCLUDING SENATORS EAGLETON AND BENTSEN, 
CONGRESSMEN SARBANES, BRADEMAS AND RANGEL, AND GEORGE 
BALL AND CYRUS VANCE. THE COMMITTEE HAS SET ASIDE 
FRIDAY MORNING AND AFTERNOON FOR MARKUP. IF THE BILL 
IS REPORTED OUT FRIDAY, IT CAN REACH THE HOUSE FLOOR 
NEXT WEDNESDAY. PREDICTABLY, AHEPA IS BEGINNING AN 
ALL OUT FIGHT. THEY ARE ALSO SENDING LETTERS TO ALL 
HOUSE MEMBERS AND HAVE BEGUN TO UNLEASH CONSTITUENTS 
ON THEIR CONGRESSMEN. TODAY, CONGRESSMEN BIAGGI OF 
NEW YORK AND BEARD OF RHODE ISLAND ADDRESSED A SMALL 
DEMONSTRATION BY A GREEK-AMERICAN GROUP ON THE HOUSE 
STEPS. BEARD AND MARTY RUSSO HAVE EACH SENT A DEAR 
COLLEAGUE LETTER URGING OPPOSITION TO LIFTING THE EMBARGO. 
OTHERS CAN BE EXPECTED. 

MORGAN AND BROOMFIELD ARE OPTIMISTIC THAT WE WILL GET A 
GOOD VOTE OUT OF THE COMMITTEE, BUT AGREE THAT THE 
REAL FIGHT WILL BE ON THE HOUSE FLOOR. WE ARE WORKING 
CLOSELY WITH A NUMBER OF INTEREST BLOCS WHO HAVE HELPED 
US MONITOR OPPOSITION EFFORTS AND WILL HELP US GET OUR 
POINT ACROSS.

APPEARED TO REFER TO PORT CALLS AND ROUTINE NAVAL SER- 
VICES.

HE WAS PARTICULARLY INTERESED IN AID SUPPORT IN IMPROV-

IT WAS AGREED TO CONTINUE THE DISCUSSION AT A WORKING 
LUNCHEON ON FRIDAY.

CONGRESS THAT ISRAEL BELIEVES A CONTINUATION OF THE PRESENT 
IMPASSE WITH TURKEY OVER THE EMBARGO IS NOT HELPFUL TO

VISIT OF GREEK PARLIAMENTARIAN. VIRGINIA TSOUDEROU, 

A PROMINENT MEMBER OF MAVROS' CENTER UNION PARTY, CALLED 
SEPARATELY ON JIM LOWENSTEIN AND LAINGEN TODAY. SHE SAID 
THAT ANTI-AMERICANISM IS GROWING IN GREECE TODAY BECAUSE 
OF WHAT IS PERCEIVED AS A PRO-TURKISH POLICY OF THE U.S. 
TSOUDEROUS ALSO NOTED THAT THE GREEKS ARE CONVINCED THAT
